Chapter V 


HOW TO DEAL WITH THOSE WHO REALIZE THEIR 
NEED OF A SAVIOUR AND REALLY 
DESIRE TO BE SAVED 


We come now to the question of how to deal with individ- 
ual cases. We begin with those who realize their need of a 
Saviour, and really desire to be saved. We begin with these 
because they are the easiest class to deal with. 


I. Show Them Jesus as a 
Sin-bearer 


The first thing to show one who 
realizes his need of a Saviour is 
that Jesus has borne his sins in 
His own body on the cross. A good 
verse for this purpose is Isaiah 
Jo: 

“All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned. every one 
to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity-of us 
all.” 

Get the inquirer to read the 
verse himself, then say to him, 
“The first half of this verse shows 
you your need of salvation, the 
second half shows you the provi- 
sion that God has made for your 
salvation. Read again the first 
half of the verse. Is this true of 
you? Have you gone astray like 
a Sheep? Have you turned to your 
own way?” 

“Yes.” 

“Then what are you?” 

Get the inquirer to say, “I am 
lost.” 


“We will now look at the pro- 


vision God has made for your 
salvation; read the last half of 
the verse. Who is the one in this 
verse upon whom our iniquity has 
been laid?’ 

“Christ.” 

“What then has. God done with 
your sin?” 

“Laid it on Christ.” 

“Is it then on you any longer?” 

Go over it again and again until 
he sees that his sin is not on him, 
but that it is on Christ, and has 
been settled forever. I often use 
a simple illustration in making the 
meaning of the verse plain. I .let 
my right hand represent the in- 
quirer, my left hand represent 
Christ, and my Bible represent 
the inquirer’s sin. I first lay the 
Bible on my right hand and Say, 
“Now where is your sin?” 

The inquirer replies of course, 
“On me.” 

I then repeat the last half of the 
verse, “the Lord hath laid on him 
the iniquity of us all,” and trans- 
fer the Bible from my right hand

Comments On Here And Herealter

Someone has said that no man 
can be as bad as he wants to be. 
This statement may be interpreted 
in one or two ways. It might mean 
that man naturally has in himself 
a spark of divinity, but the Bible 
does not teach this. The Bible says 
man was born in sin. The state- 
ment might mean that there is 
something that restrains men and 
keeps them from going to the low- 
est depths of depravity toward 
which their temptations lead. Man 
is restrained by law, by social stan- 
dards, and by the thought of self 
preservation. Merely being re- 
strained does not make man good. 
3eing restrained keeps a bad man 
from committing bad deeds. It 
takes divine grace to make a bad 
man a good man. It takes the new 
birth. 

It is true that God created man 
so he could not be happy in sin. 
The hogs the prodigal son fed 
could be satisfied with swill and a 
pig sty, but the prodigal son could 
not be happy away from his Fa- 
ther’s house. Sinners are never 
happy in their sin. Man is an im- 
mortal being. The things that per- 
ish with the using cannot satisfy 
man. Man is imperishable. He is 
immortal. He must live somewhere 
forever. Man must have the im- 
perishable and possess the eternal 
ii he is to be happy. 

Left alone unrestrained man 
does not evolve toward perfection. 
Man is not inherently good. Left 
alone he goes downward. He gravi- 
tates toward Hell. He cannot stop 
himself. There are no brakes on his 
machinery strong énough to com- 
pletely stop him. He may slow him- 
self down, That is all he can do. 
God knew this, so, on man’s road 
to Hell He put a cross and hung 
on that cross His Son. This cross 
does not only warn man of the pre- 
cipice toward which he is going. 
It is not just a red lantern to flag 
the train of human depravity. At 
the cross man gets the power to 
right-about-face and put his back 
on Hell and march up a shining 
road to a heavenly home. 


God Proves Himself to 
Honest Hearts 


“If there is a being above who 
takes thought of the needs of man, 
if that being will reveal his will to 
me it will be my highest joy to do 
that will wherever it may take me 
and whatever may be involved.” 
That was written on a piece of pa- 
per years ago by a cynic in Eng- 
land. That man later spent forty 
years in India as a medical mis- 
sionary. There have 
cases similar to this. No man ever 
sincerely wished to know the will 
of God without God revealing that 
will to him. The Bible says, ‘“‘He 
that willeth to do his will shail 
know of the doctrine.” God does 
not permit men to live long in hon- 
est doubt. A student came to the 
Bob Jones University a_ secret 
atheist. After staying in the in- 
stitution for several weeks he got 
up out of bed one night at mid- 
night. He got down on his knees 
and said, “Oh, God, if there is a 
God, and if Jesus Christ is His 
Son and if God will reveal this to 
me, I will accept this Jesus Christ 
as my personal Saviour and live 
for Him the rest of my life.” The 
young man was_ instantaneously 
converted. He finished college and 
became a minister of the Gospel in 
a midwestern state. 


At the root of every doubt there 
is a sin. It may be the sin of in- 
tellectual pride. “I do not want 
anybody to bear my sin as ortho- 
dox Christians say Jesus Christ did 
when He died on the cross. I will 
stand on my own feet,” a woman 
said to the writer one time. She 
was an egotist. She was a bluffer 
and a foreflusher. Her mother took 
care of her and suffered for her 
when she was a baby. She has been 
dependent upon other people all 
her life. The writer is exceedingly 
glad that Jesus Christ bore his 
sin in His body on the cross. If 
men would honestly and sincerely 
yield their hearts to Christ, they 
would easily solve their intellec- 
tual doubts. Of course, there are 
things we cannot understand but 
there are a sufficient number of 


things we can understand. We can

understand everything that is 
necessary to the salvation of our 
souls. 


What Would You Do If 
You Could? 


“Tt is not what a man does, but 
what he would do that exalts him.” 
Browning said that. There are 
many tests of character, but any 
man can get a pretty accurate test 
of himself by sitting down and 
quietly asking himself, «“What 
would I do if I could? Would I do 
wrong if I knew I could get away 
with it? Would I do a good deed if 
nobody ever saw me and nobody 
ever knew it? Am I a good man 
or am I just careful and cautious?” 
At the judgment seat of Christ 
Christians will not answer to 
Christ for the quantity of their 
work. They will answer for the 
quality of the work and the quan- 
tity of the work they would have 
done if they could. An evangelist 
may lead a great many people to 
Christ because he has access to 
great crowds. Some lowly Chris- 
tian moving in an obscure sphere 
would be glad to do the work the 
evangelist does if he had access 
to the crowds. Man looks at the 
outward appearance; but God looks 
at the heart. Browning was right. 
It is not what man does but what 
he would do that exalts him.

Later times got hard, and these 
schools began to flirt with the 
world. They tried to find rich men 
who would help them; and some- 
times worldly, wealthy men were 
put on the board of trustees. be- 
cause the schools needed money, 
and then the world came into the 
schools. They ceased to be evan- 
gelistic and orthodox. They be- 
came modernistic and liberal. They 
took over the devil’s philosophy of 
“do as you please,” “live your own 
life,” “who has got a right to tell 
you what to do?” Then the flesh 
broke out. The “panty raids” on 
girls’ dormitories and all sorts of 
fleshly things and worldly things 
took place. 

Bob Jones University has had 
twenty-seven years of history. We 
went through the depression just 
a short time after the school was 
founded. We have faced many dif- 
ficulties and fought many battles.

Most work for God is done by 
a few! Of the 500 present when 
Christ gave the Great Commission 
and went back to Heaven only 120 
obeyed and prayed for the out- 
pouring of God’s blessing. Joshua 
and Caleb were God’s minority 
who later led the Israelites to the 
Promised Land. A young shepherd 
boy named David was the only one 
among the thousands of Israel who 
could face Goliath. Elijah stood 
alone for God on Mount Carmel, 
called down fire from Heaven and 
later that day personally slew 850 
false prophets. Daniel and _his 
three Hebrew friends were four 
against a whole pagan nation. 


One of the tragedies ‘of our 
churches today is that most of the 
work is done by a very few and 
the majority merely warm a pew. 
Only a minority of Christians ever 
do the main job of soul winning 
which Christ assigned to all saved 
people. 

If you had been with Gideon 
that night when he faced the 
biggest challenge of ‘his Hife, 
(Judges 7) would you have been 
in the 22,000 who first went home 
because they were afraid? Would 
you have been one of the nearly 
10,000 sent home because they 
were not fit to fight? 

Or would you have been one of 
Gideon’s 300 who. carried the 
Lord’s battle against a host of 
135,000 ? 

In the fight against modernism, 
worldliness and dead formalism, 
only a few.are in the front-line 
trenches. The majority sit by and 
do nothing. THE SworD OF THE 
Lorp has for 19 years been wag- 
ing a battle for the defense of the 
faith against tremendous odds. In 
the years after Billy Sunday ended 
his mammoth revival campaigns, 
evangelism was in disrepute and 
evangelists were scorned. For 
years no great city-wide revival 
campaigns were held. But Dr. Rice 
set out to bring back the day of 
revival to America.

#4n the Bible and so little preached 
in most pulpits. 

In Luke chapter 16, begin with 
verse 19, Jesus is talking: 

“There was a certain rich man, 
awhich was clothed in purple and 
fine linen, and fared sumptuously 
every day: And there was a cer- 
tain beggar named Lazarus, which 
awas laid at his gate, full of sores. 
And desiring to be fed with the 
crumbs which fell from the rich 
man’s table: moreover the dogs 
came and licked his sores. And tt 
came to pass, that the beggar 
died, and was carried by the angels 
into Abraham’s bosom: the rich 
man also died, and was buried; 
And in hell he lift up his eyes, 
being in torments, and seeth 
Abraham afar off, and Lazarus 
in his bosom. And he cried and 
said, Father Abraham, have mercy 
on me, and send Lazarus, (Abra- 
ham was his ancestor. He properly 
called him father or ancestor.) 
that he. may dip the tip of his 
finger in water, and cool my 
tongue; for I am tormented in this 
flame. But Abraham said, Son, 
remember that thou in thy life- 
time receivedst thy good things, 
and likewise Lazarus evil things: 
but now he is comforted, and thou 
art tormented. And beside all this, 
between us and you. there is a 
great gulf fixed: so that they 
which would pass from hence to 
you cannot; neither can they pass 
to’ us, that would come from 
thence. Then he said, I pray thee 
therefore, father, that thou would- 
est send him to my father’s house: 
For I have five brethren; |Five 
brothers back at home! Five bro- 
thers, evidently younger brothers. 
They still lived back with their 
father.| that he may testify unto 
them, lest they also come into this 
place of torment. Abraham saith 
unto him, They have Moses and 
the prophets; let them hear them. 
[They have the Bible, let them 
hear that!) And he said, Nay, 
father Abraham: but if one went 
unto them from the dead, they 
will repent. And he said unto him, 
If they hear not Moses and the 
prophets, neither will they be per- 
suaded, though one rose from the 
dead.” 

Here is a tragic, tragic story of 
a man in Hell.” How serious it is! 
Jesus Christ Himself told it. 


You may say, “I do not believe 
in eternal torment.” Somebody 
else says, “I do not believe a lov- 
ing God, a good God would send 
a man to Hell.” Another says, ‘“‘I 
believe that theology is fear theol- 
ogy. I don’t believe that.” 


The» modernist infidel Bishop 
Oxnam said that the God of the 
Old Testament was. “a dirty 
bully.” He wouldn’t believe in that. 
He said, “That God is my Devil.” 


Or maybe you too are an infidel 
who doesn’t believe the Bible. You 
say, “I don’t believe that.” 


Now wait! Before you throw 
away what Jesus Christ said about 
Hell, you had better stop and 
think what you are doing. In the 
first place, you are throwing away 
all Christian doctrine. You are 
throwing away the atoning blood 
of Jesus, the substitutionary death 
on the cross. You are throwing 
away the doctrine of Heaven. The 
Bible tells about Hell and Heaven. 
You can’t have one without the 
other—both are taught in the 
same Bible. If one is a lie, the 
other is a lie. Anybody who throws 
away the Bible doctrine of Hell is 
throwing away all the fundamen- 
tal truths of Christianity. 

In the second place, anybody 
who denies what Jesus Christ said 
about Hell makes Jesus just an 
ordinary man, a frail, sinning, ig- 
norant man. If Jesus is that, then 
you have no Saviour. Jesus Christ 
is an ordinary man, then, who 
didn’t know the truth, and you 
have thrown away the deity of 
Jesus Christ when you throw away 
the Bible doctrine of Hell. 

If you don’t believe what the 
Bible says about Hell, then you 
have thrown away the Bible. The 
Bible is a lie. It is full of myths 
and legends. If it is wrong on Hell, 
it is wrong on anything else. You 
do not know; you have no more 
‘+ than a guess; you have no more 
than human wisdom can manu- 
facture. If the Bible isn’t true, 
the Christian religion is no better 
than the Hindu religion, the Bud- 
dhist religion, Confucianism. It is 
no better than any other false cult, 


to Pray! 


or doctrine, if the Bible isn’t true. 
If the Bible doctrine about Hell 
is not true, then the Bible is not 
true. You see, anybody who says, 
“I can’t believe what Jesus said 
about Hell,” is saying, “I’m a 
pagan, I’m a heathen, I’m an in- 
fidel. I’m not a Christian.” If any- 
body claims to be a Christian and 
doesn’t believe the Bible, doesn’t 
believe what Jesus Christ said, 
that man is not only an infidel— 
he is a cheat, a liar, if he pretends 
to be a Christian. Nobody can be a 
Christian and not believe what 
Jesus Christ says. 


Then this is a serious matter, 
and I call to your attention in 
this passage what Jesus said about 
Hell. 


I. Jesus Preached Continually 
on Hell 


Ii ought to take a little more 
time and show you how important 
is this Bible doctrine... We don't 
hear much preaching on Hell. It 
isn’t popular. People don’t like it. 
But Jesus Christ preached on Hell 
every time He got up to speak. 


As an example, I turn to the 
Gospel of Matthew  and_ look 
through the first 13 chapters, and 
call to mind certain Scriptures 
where Jesus talked about Hell. 
Every time Jesus preached in pub- 
lic, every time Jesus warned sin- 
ners, Jesus spoke about Hell. 


1. In Matthew 5:22, Jesus said, 
“But whosoever shall say, Thou 
fool, shall be in danger of hell 
fire.” That is the way Jesus 
preached. 


2. In Matthew. 5:29, 30 He said, 
“And if thy right eye offend thee, 
pluck it out, and cast it from 
thee: for it is profitable for thee 
that one of thy members should 
perish, and not that thy whole 
body should be cast into hell. And 
if thy right hand offend thee, cut 
it off, and cast it from thee: for 
it is profitable for thee that one of 
thy members should perish, and 
not thy whole body should be cast 
into Hell.” 


That is the way Jesus preached 
all the time. 


3. This time let us look at Mat- 
thew 8: 12. “But the children of 
the kingdom shall be cast out into 
outer darkness: there —= shall be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth.” 

Jesus preached about Hell. 


4, Again, in Matthew 10:28, He 
says, “And fear not them which 
kill the body, but are not able. to 
kill the soul: but rather fear him 
which is able to destroy both soul 
and body in hell.” 

That is what Jesus said. That 
is the way He preached. 


). Here it is again in Matthew 
11:23: “And thou, Capernaum, 
which art exalted unto heaven, 
shalt be brought down to hell: for 
if the mighty works, which have 
been done in thee, had been done 
in Sodom, it would have remained 
until this day. But I say unto you, 
That it shall be more tolerable 
for the land of Sodom in the day 
of judgment, than for thee.” 

6. Again, in Matthew 13, begin 
with verse 40: ‘‘As therefore the 
tares are gathered and burned in 
the fire; so shall it be in the end 
of this world. The Son of man 
shall send forth his angels, and 
they shall gather out of his king- 
dom all things that offend, and 
them which do iniquity; And shall 
cast them into a furnace of fire: 
there shall be wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth.” 

7. Again, turn to Matthew 13. 
verses 49 and 50: “So shall it be 
at the end of the world: the angels 
shall come forth, and sever the 
wicked from among the just, And 
shall cast them into the furnace 
of fire: there shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth.” 

That is the way Jesus preached 
everytime He preached. 

8. Again, in Matthew 18:8 and 9: 
“Wherefore if thy hand or thy 
foot offend thee, cut them off, and 
cast them from thee: it is better 
for thee to enter into life halt 
or maimed, rather than having 
two hands or two feet to be cast 
into everlasting fire. And if thine 
eye offend thee, pluck it out, and 
cast it from thee: it is better for 
thee to enter into life with one 
eye, rather than having two eyes 
to be cast into hell fire.” 

Oh, how strong the Scripture 
is on this matter'!. 

9. Turn to Matthew 22:11-13: 


“And when the king came in to! 


see the guests, he saw there a 
man which had not on a wedding 
garment: And he saith unto him, 
Friend, how camest thou in hither 
not having a wedding garment? 
And he was speechless. Then said 
the king to the servants, Bind 
him hand and foot, and take him 
away, and cast him into outer 
darkness; there shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth. For many 
are called, but few are chosen.” 


10. In Matthew 23:33, Jesus, 
speaking to the churchmen of His 
day, said, “Ye serpents, ye gen- 
eration of vipers, how can ye 
escape the damnation of hell?” 


That is the language Jesus used. 
“You bunch of snakes,” He said, 
“how can you ever keep out of 
Hell?”’ Plain preaching Jesus did. 


11. But turn the page again to 
Matthew chapter 25, verse 41: 
“Then shall he say also unto them 
on the left hand, Depart from me, 
ye cursed, into everlasting fire, 
prepared for the devil and his 
angels.” 

12. Now see verse 46: “And 
these shall go away into everlast- 
ing punisli#¥ent: but the righteous 
into life eternal.” 

I have only taken one book out 
of sixty-six books in the Bible, 
only one of the four gospels, and 
have read you the Scriptures that 
came to mind at once as I turned 
through the first 13 chapters in 
Matthew on what JeSus. Christ 
said about Hell. We had better 
come back and think more about 
what Jesus thinks about, preach 
more what He preached, teach 
more in Sunday School classes 
what Jesus taught, teach our 
children what Jesus taught, what 
Jesus said about Hell. 


II, What Jesus Taught 
About Hell 


Consider what Jesus taught in 
Luke 16. Here Jesus has some 
solemn words to say about Hell. 


1. Jesus Reminds Us That Both 
Men Died 


First, He said that there were 
two men. One is a rich man, one 
is a poor man. Everybody these 
days would likely envy the rich 
man. He fared sumptuously every 
day. He had as much every day as 
we had today for dinner, Brother 
Pastor, at your house. This man 
just had lots to eat all the time. 
He was clothed in purple and fine 
linen. : 

The other man was a poor beg- 
gar. Out at the front gate friends 
brought him and laid him down, 
hoping that they would give him 
some scraps from the rich man’s 
table. The dogs licked his sores. 
But the Scripture says he died. 
The rich man died; and the beggar 
died. The beggar was carried by 
the angels into Abraham’s bosom. 
The rich man died and was buried, 
and in Hell he lifted up his eyes, 
being in torment. Both of them 
died. 

People ought to think ~more 
about dying. It isn’t tactful, it 
doesn’t help people’s feelings; peo- 
ple don’t like to talk about death. 
But you had better talk about 
death, because people die. 


God. You are going to die. 

Christian people need to think 
more about death. Five minutes 
after you die, it won’t matter 
whether you had a fine 1954 model] 
car, or a jalopy. Five minutes 
after you die, it won't matter 
whether you had a sirloin steak 
or a hamburger. It won’t matter. 
But oh, it will matter whether you 
have kept anybody else out of 
Hell. Christians, it will matter 
whether you got out the Gospel 
or not. We had better think about 
dying and get things in better 
perspective. 

If you are here tonight unsaved 
remember, “It is appointed unto 
men once to die, but after this the 
judgment” (Heb. 9:27). 

A man in Texas said, “You 
can’t scare me, Brother Rice.” 

I said, “Well, maybe I can’t. 
That doesn’t prove that you’re 
smart. That just proves that you 
are going to die, whether you die 
scared or unscared. That won’t 
change the fact a particle in the 


world; you are still going to die. | 


You are going to die.” “It is ap- 
pointed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment.” That is 
one thing everybody had better 
face. 

My wife and I and my secretary 
one day drove from McComb, 
Mississippi, to Dallas, Texas—five 
hundred miles. During that day I 
dictated to my secretary the book, 


Bible Facts About Heaven, excep 
for one chapter. When I wasn't 
dictating, my wife and secretary 
played a childish game. I was a 
preacher; too busy for that kind 
of thing! But I watched with a 
growing interest. They played this 
kind of a game: Each one was 
to count every white horse or grey 
horse. Mrs. Rice took one side of 
the road, Miss. Viola the other. 
Who will find the most white or 
gray horses? But every time a 
cemetery appeared on their side 
of the road, every time they came 
to a grave yard, that one had to 
Start over again. Each of them 
would count and count, then we 
would pass a cemetery. Neither of 
them got many white horses 
counted before a cemetery would 
appear. We passed down the road, 
and on each side there were many 
évidences of death, with great 
marble stones everywhere. “It is 
appointed unto men once to die.” 
You are going to die. What a fool 
anybody is who lives as if he 
would never die. 

Tonight you will go home and 
get yourself ready for bed. You 
listen to the radio, or look at 
television for a little while, or 
read a little bit, then you yawn, 
turn down the furnace, and get 
yourself readv for bed. Then vou 
punch your pillow a time or two 
and stretch, and lie down to sleep. 
But if you go to sleep tonight be- 
fore making sure that Heaven is 
vour home, that you are not go-| 
ing to Hell—if you do that be- 
fore vou get ready to die, you are 
a fool. Somebody here who hears 
me may die tonight.

If you tomorrow morning have 
your bacon and eggs, or Sugar 
Crisps, or whatever the best west- 
ern gunmen eat; or your Wheaties, 
if you are really an all-American 
boy and a real athlete... what- 
ever you have for breakfast— if 
you tomorrow morning have your 
breakfast and go to your job be- 
fore: you have prepared yourself 
to die and meet God, you are a 
fool. Oh, what fools any of us 


are to go on day by day as if we” 


will live forever! “It is appointed 
unto men once to die,” the Bible 
Says. 

wJesus said both of these men 
died. I’m not surprised that the 
poor man died. That poor beggar 
didn't have enough to eat. He 
might have died of malnutrition. 
Maybe he was anemic. He could 
have died from exposure to the 
elements. The poor fellow had 
sores, and the dogs licked him. 
There was no penicillin, no sulfa 


drugs, or Mercurochrome. I 
wouldn’t be surprised that he 
died. 

But the rich man died, too, even 
with the care of doctors and 
druggists and nurses. The rich 


man died; the poor man died. The 
sick man died; the well man died. 
“It is appointed unto men once 
to die.” Hear that! Death is no 
respector of, persons. 


It may be a boy of ten will die 
next. It may be some girl, one of 
these lovely girls in the bloom 
of youth and beauty. I have six 
daughters and I can understand 
the beauty of a lovely girl, the 
prospect for happiness, and a life- 
time of joy she can bring to 
many others. It may be one of 
these beautiful lovely young girls 
will be taken first.-Or it may be 
some gray-headed man who sud- 
denly puts a hand to his heart, 
gasps a word or two, then will 
be gone. I don’t know who it is; 
nobody knows. But “‘it is appointed 
unto men once to die,’ and if you 


are sensible, you will listen to 


what Jesus Christ said about it. 
Both died. 


2. After Death Hell or Heaven 
Follow Immediately 


What else did Jesus say about 
this? That when they died, the 
next step was Hell or Heaven. 

“What about soul-sleeping?” 
There is nothing like that in the 
Bible. 

“What about purgatory?” That 
is the invention of covetous priests 
to get money from common people. 
There is nothing like that in the 
Bible. When you die, when your 
breath leaves your body, your 
soul goes out to meet God, saved 
or lost, damned or forgiven, in 
Hell tormented, or happy in 
Heaven. That is the next step. 

The beggar died and was carried 
by the angels to Abraham’s bosom. 

When my mother lay dying, I 
was a boy five, not quite six 
years old. They called us in from 
our play. We gathered in a half 
circle around my mother’s bed— 
Uncle Tom, Aunt Nanny, Cousin 
Georgia, Cousin Norma, Cousin 
Sam, four little children, and my 
father. My mother made all of us 
promise to meet her in Heaven. 
Then she said, “Georgia, I want 
you to play for me.” 

Cousin Georgia said, 
shall I play, Aunt Sadie?” 

Mother replied, “Sing and play 
‘How firm a foundation, Ye saints 
of the Lord, Is laid for your faith 
In His excellent Word!” ; 

Cousin Georgia played it on the 
little cottage organ and tried to

sing with choked voice. My mother 


clapped her thin, frail hands and 
praised the Lord. Her feet were 
on the Rock of Ages and it did not 
tremble in her dying hour. 

Then my mother looked up and 
said, “I can see Jesus and my 
baby now.” She smiled, then her 
hands fell across. her breast, and 
my mother went to sleep. I knew 
then, and I know now that my 
mother went straight to be with 
Jesus. Thank God, no waiting! 
Thank God, no soul-sleeping! If 
you are saved, you don’t have to 
wait for judgment, you don’t have 
to wait for anything! You go to 
be with Jesus the moment death 
comes. 

And if you are a lost sinner, 
the next step for you is Hell. 

Someone says, “Don’t you have 
to wait for judgment?’ No!. Don't 
you think God knows whether you 


to Pray! 


have ever repented of your sins 
and trusted Christ for salvation? 


“Well but how is He going to 
know how good you've been?” He 
knows you haven't been good. He 
knows you are a sinner, and if you 
have not turned to Jesus Christ, 
he knows you are condemned al- 
ready. God knows that you spit 
in the face of Jesus, that you in- 
sulted the Holy Spirit and did 
despite to the Spirit of Grace— 
He knows that before you die. He 
doesn’t have to wait until you die 
to know that you are a poor, or- 
dinary, sinful man with the taint 
and bloodguiltiness of sin on you. 
Yet you went to meet God unpre- 
pared, and it is Hell the next 
stop. 


8. All Senses In Hell 

The rich man in Hell “lift up his 
eyes, being in torment.” 

Another thing Jesus said here 
was that this man in Hell still 
had all his senses. He had all of 
his senses. 

In Matthew 10:28 the Scripture 


says, “Fear him which is able to 
destroy both soul and body in 
hell.”’ 


There will come a time when 
the body will go to Hell, too. Rev- 
elation chapter 20 tells when the 
grave shall give up the dead and 
the sea shall give up the dead that 
are in it, and they will stand be- 
fore God. The spirits will come 
out of Hell and enter the bodies 
and they will come for judgment 
in physical bodies. Then they cast 
soul and body into the lake of 
fire. 

But you know, the rich man 
his body is in the grave, but down 
in Hell he had all the attributes 
of the body. He lifted up his eyes, 
an idiom which means, ‘he saw.”’ 
He lifted up his eyes and saw. 
He saw! He heard! He cried! He 
prayed! He burned! He remem- 
bered! He was tormented! All that 
in Hell! Every sense in Hell! 

It is wonderful how God for the 
present has connected the senses 
with the body. The hand’ feels, 
these eyes see, and right under 
these big flaps. (pointing to ears) 
are little microphones that God 
made. The microphones in the 
fear hear, etc. I say, we have all 
the senses. But these are not 
necessarily connected with the 
body—only temporarily and by 
God’s choice. But when a man is 
in Hell, he will still see, and hear, 
and cry, and remember, and be 
tormented in flame. Though his 
body is still in the grave, all his 
senses are in Hell. 

Do not believe anybody. who 
tells you that the soul will sleep. 
Don’t believe that. All the pain 
of a body in the fire. All the pain 
of a conscience burning with the 
torment of the damned. All the 
pain of Hell is as if the physical 
body were there, as it will be there 
a little bit later. 

Down in Hell this man had all 
his senses. 


4. Tormented In Literal Fire 


Notice another thing. Jesus said 
that this man cried out, “I am 
tormented in this flame.” Tor- 
ment? That is about the most 
terrible word in the Bible, about 
the most terrible word in human 
language. ‘Torment! Torment! 
Tormented in flames! 

You say, “Do you believe the 
man was actually in_ physical 
pain?”’ I believe he was then in 
pain. And I believe he has been 
in such actual, physical pain every 
moment in these nineteen hundred 
years since Jesus looked down in- 
to Hell and saw him and told us 
this true story of the man in Hell. 
Oh, yes! I think there is no doubt 
those in Hell suffer actual, physi- 
cal pain. 

You say, “Fire?” Yes, I think 
so. That is the term God uses. 
If anybody here knows a better 
place to go to understand it than 
what Jesus said, please say so. 

. Shall cast them into a fur- 
nace of fire,” Jesus said about 
those represented by the tares in 
Matthew 13. Jesus says, the tares 
mean lost people, the bonfire 
means the furnace of fire people 
will be cast into. So the furnace of 
fire is not figurative—that is the 
literal.explanation of the parable 
that He had given before. Yes, I 
believe there is fire in Hell. 

Somebody says, “I can’t under- 


stand that.”’ Well, my dear friend, 


what you don’t understand would 
make a mighty big book. Because 
you are ignorant doesn’t make 
God a liar. There are lots of things 
you don’t understand. I cannot 
understand how the three Hebrew 
children could be in the fiery fur- 
nace and the fire simply burn off 
their bonds, but didn’t harm them. 
I cannot understand how they 
could walk to and fro and one 
like the Son of Man could come 
and walk with them, and how 
they could come out with not 
even the smell of smoke on their 
garments! I can’t ride on a Pull- 
man train without having the 
stink of smoke on my clothes; 
yet these three Hebrew children 
didn’t have any. 

“IT don’t understand’—w hy, 
there are a_ thousand million 
things which God does that you 
can’t understand. But sensible 
people believe what Jesus Christ 
said. And He said the man was 
tormented in Hell in flames. 

This may be the last chance I'll 
ever speak to somebody here to- 
night. Then let me press on your 
hearts this solemn fact: Hell is 
a reality, the torment of the 
damned. Tonight go home and re- 
member that one honest preacher 
who believes everything in the 
Bible, who believes everything 
Jesus said, told you with tears and 
burden as earnestly as he knew 
how, that you are likely to burn 
in the torments of the damned 
forever if you don’t repent of your 
sins and turn to Jesus Christ. 
Take it seriously tonight. God help 
you to do it. 

“That's. awful!” you say. I 
know it is awful. That’s why 
Jesus died on the cross and suffer- 
ed all the tortures of the damned 
to keep you out of Hell. That is 


_| why we have churches and preach- 


ers; that.is why we have all the 
hard work, toil, and tears. You 
know I would like to take it easy 
if it were not so important to get 
anybody saved you can. Thank 
God, Till have a billion years to 
take it easy. I want to win who 
I can, while I can. 

Yes, the torment of the damned 
in Hell. 


Ill. Will a Loving God Really 
Send a Sinner to Hell? 

Now .somebody _ says, “But, 
Brother Rice, I just can’t believe 
that a loving God would send a 
sinner to Hell.” Oh, you can’t? 
‘No,’ somebody says, “I just 
can't believe that.” 

1. Jesus Said He Will! 

Well, I want you to consider 
three arguments: 

First of all, the Bible says it. 
Jesus said He would. 

“Oh,” but you say, “I believe 
He is a God of love. I believe God 
loves us.” 

Listen! You don’t know any- 
thing about God except the God 
of the Bible, and the God of the 
Bible says He is going to send 
sinners to Hell. He says, ‘‘Then 
shall he say also unto them on the 
left hand, Depart from me, ye 
cursed, into’ everlasting fire.” 
(Matt. 25:41). Jesus. will look 
people in the face and tell them to 
go to Hell. Isn’t that what the 
Bible says? . 

Well now then you say, “I don’t 
believe He'll do it.” Then you are 
calling Jesus Christ a lar. How 
do you know anything about it 
if you don’t believe the Bible? 
You don’t know anything at all, 
unless you believe what Jesus said 
about it. He said He would send 
sinners to Hell. 


2. God Now Punishes Sin. That 
Proves There Is a Hell 


“Well,” somebody says, “I just 
don’t believe that.” Well it may 
well be that you are over your 
head; that this is beyond your 
brain capacity. 

How many here know my friend, 
William Mullins? Let’s see how 
many are acquainted with William 
and Mamie and Moon Mullins. Has 
the preacher been getting after 
you for reading the funnies, so 


isn’t in your paper here! Well, 
once Uncle William Mullins said 
to his wife, great big fat Mamie, 
the cook, “Pet, this is going to be 
a battle of wits.” 

Mamie said, “Aw, William, you 
always was going into battle 
half-armed.” 

Maybe you are not equipped 
for this battle. Maybe you don’t 
have enough sense to see it. You 
say, “A loving God wouldn’t send 
a sinner to Hell.” 


All right. Let’s begin with 


something a little simpler that you 
can understand. How many believe 
that a loving God ever lets a sin- 
ner get in jail? You had just as 
well face it. If people get in jail 
for their sins, then God allows it, 
doesn’t He? 

Answer one way or the other. 
How many believe a loving God 
does sometimes let sinners get in 
jail? Let’s see your hand. All 
right! Thank you! 

Well, you’re coming! Let’s see. 

How many believe that if a man 
goes on in sin Ged may let him 
break down. in health? It may be 
venereal disease. It may be ulcer- 
ated stomach. It may be that 
worry and fret will cause a hem- 
orrhage in the brain and a sud- 
den black-out. It may come one 
way or another but sin does put 
people in hospitals, or on a drun- 
ken orgy, and in a midnight car 
wreck. How many find that a 
loving God sometimes lets a man’s 
Sins put him in a hospital? Do 
you believe that? Why, you're 
coming right along. Sin doesn’t 
pay in this life, does it? 

Wait a minute. Sometimes. a 
young couple marry and love each 
other and say, “This is forever,” 
and, ‘“‘Nobody else ever loved like 
we two.

I could send one of 
the cherubim to the door, but I 
Have plenty of time now, so I’ll go 
myself. There at the door is the 
Angel Gabriel. “Hello, Gabe, old 
boy. Come in! Glad ‘to see you.” 

“No, John, I don’t have time. 
The Lord Jesus sent me to tell 
you, John, that He wants you to 
go be an evangelist again and hold 
revivals and preach to sinners.” 

I say, ‘“What’s that? I didn’t 
think there were any sinners up 
in Heaven.” 

The Angel Gabriel answers back 
(I am imagining I am in Heaven 
and this goes on), “Well, you

About that time I see something 
that resembles a parade! “Yon- 
der comes a parade! Let's see 
what a parade is like in Heaven!” 

Gabriel says, “Parade, nothing! 
That’s a funeral!” 

“Funeral?” 

“Oh, yes. People die all the time. 
Where sin comes, death comes, 
you know, and funerals.” 

Then we find a cop, a police- 
man on every corner. Here comes 
a boy with a newspaper. “Read 
all about it! Extra! Extra! Read 
all about it! Stalin starts another 
war! He and Hitler team up and 
a million women and children are 
shot down, tearing up the golden 
streets, machine guns popping, 
bombs are about to drop!” 

“What's that?” you say “Up in

He has had evil things 
and you have had good things. 
Now he is comforted. No, he’s not 
going to run any errands for you. 
Besides that, there is a great gulf 
fixed forever, and nobody can go 
from one to the other.” 

Down in Hell there is no re- 
demption. The iron doors of eter- 
nal torment clang. shut behind 
the poor sinner. That’s the end. 
It is now and forever and forever 
the torments of the damned. “The 
smoke of their torment ascendeth 
up forever and ever and they have 
no rest day nor night.” That is 
what the Scripture says about 
people in Hell. You had just as 
well consider it. Nobody from 
Hell will get out to go to Heaven. 
And a man from Heaven can’t 
come down to Hell to minister or 
bring comfort to you. 

‘So the man said, “You: mean 
there is no chance for me?” 

That’s what Abraham 
“Son, that’s right. No chance. 
You've had your’ chance. You 
turned down the Gospel. You had 
vour day and you wouldn’t repent. 
No, you can’t do it now. There is 
no chance,”

1. In Hell Men Pray Heaven to 
Send Soul Winners 


Down in Hell the strangest 
thing happens. This man down 
in Hell says, “All right! So I can 
never have a drop of water to 
cool my tongue. All right! So I 
will remember forever wasted op- 
portunities and lost years and I 
will be tormented in flame. Then 
one thing more I ask.” 7 

Listen! He said, “Abraham, I 
have five brothers, and because 
I was the oldest brother and made 
money and had my own house 
and lived so well—they are all 
patterning after me. Oh, my five 
brothers! Please send Lazarus 
back to preach to my five bro- 
thers,” 


You know, I feel strange com- 
fort in this. I am an evangelist. 
I have a long list of evangelists, 
about fifty, for whom I pray by 
name every day. God knows how 
earnestly I pray. I work and slave 
to make a climate in which people 
can have revivals and open doors 
for evangelists, and to stop the 
enemies of revival. I work at it 
all the time. In a world that 
doesn’t want revival, doesn’t want 
plain preaching, doesn’t want us to 
insist on people being saved—I 
am comforted that even in Hell 
here is a man who wants some- 
body saved! 


Sometimes when I go to hold a 


revival, people look at me like a> 


calf looking at a new gate. “Yeah, 
some racket this is. All evangel- 
ists are racketeers! They’re in it 
for money. They just stir up the 
people and get all the money they 
can and leave town!” They accuse 
us evangelists of this, that, and 
the other. Sometimes when I 
preach on sin, a woman flounces 
out and says, “That man ought 
to be run out of town. Our young 
people don’t mean any harm by 
necking and dancing. A little 
gambling on bridge doesn’t hurt. 
The movies are not so bad. I don’t 
see why he’s so plain in his preach- 
ing.” 

Sometimes the pastor says, 
“You hurt the feelings of my peo- 
ple. I don’t like your kind of 
preaching.” 


As I go back to a lonely hotel 
room at night, I have sometimes 
thought that it seems like nobody 
really cares about revival. But 
you know why I keep going? 
Sometimes in the middle of the 
night I imagine I hear a cry down 
in Hell. If you listen closely, may- 
be you can hear it. “I have five 
brothers. Somebody preach to my 
five brothers before they come to 
Hell!’ So I am going up and down 
this country trying to keep people 
out of Hell. 

Down in Hell they sure believe 
in revival. You may not now, bro- 
ther, but you won’t be in Hell five 
minutes until you will be believe- 
ing in revival. You don’t believe 
now in making people mad, in 
hurting their feelings and getting 
them excited. But, brother, you'll 
sure want them to get excited 
then. Isn’t it strange that up in 
Heaven there is more joy in the 
presence of the angels of God 
over one sinner that repents than 
over ninety-nine just persons that 
need no repentance? Up in Heaven 
they are concerned about soul 
winning and almost nothing else 
of any moment. Down in Hell they 
are more concerned about souls 
being saved than anything else. 

I have never spent a vacation 
here in Michigan, but one thing 
about Muskegon—it is better even 
than Heaven in one thing. We can 
win souls here. You do have a 
chance to speak to sinners and to 


get them saved. You won't have... 
that chance in Heaven. Now is 


the time. If you are going to get 
anybody saved, do it now. Oh, 
thank God, we-.can get people 
saved now! Thank God, We can. 


2. No Way to Get Saved But By 
: the Bible 

There is another word. The man 
said, “Tell Lazarus to go preach 
to my five brothers and get them 
to be saved.” Abraham said, “No, 
they have the Bible. They have 
Moses and the prophets (The Old 
Testament was all they had 
then.); they have that. Let them 
read the Bible and hear’ the 
preaching and let them be saved. 
That’s all they will get.” If they 
wouldn’t hear that, they wouldn’t 
hear somebody who rose from the 
dead. No, if you won't hear the 
Word of God as I preach it ear- 
nestly, with plainness of speech 
and trying to get nothing for my- 
self, and trying to get people from 
the torments of the damned—if 
you won’t hear the plain Word of 
God as I preach it tonight, you 
wouldn’t hear it if an angel came 
from Heaven to preach. It is the 
Word of God that has the mes- 
sage in it. If Jesus Christ Him- 
self should return, He would 
preach the same thing I preach 
from this Bible. You hear that or 
you will wake up in torment 
where the fire never goes out and 
the worm never dies. 

So there is no chance unless you 
hear the Bible.

cause he didn’t give his money to 
the poor. Nothing could be further 
from the truth! That isn’t even 
hinted in the Bible. A man doesn’t 
go to Hell because he is rich. He 
doesn’t go to Heaven because he 
is poor. This man went to Hell 
for the same reason you are going 
—he didn’t repent of his sins. 
Brother, boy, girl, man, woman-— 
hear me! If you are an _ uncon- 
verted sinner, if you haven't come 
by personal faith in Jesus Christ 
to be born again, then you are 
going to repent or perish. You are 
going to turn. or burn. If you don’t 
turn from your sins, you are going 
to wake up in torment, eternal 
torment in Hell. You had as well 
face it. Make up your mind. 


Oh, don’t say, “I'll set out to do 
good.” Say, “God helping me, I'll 
turn my heart from my_ sins, 
I’ll take Him as my Saviour.” 

You can do that. Be saved to- 
night! 

All I have said tonight is sad. I 
wouldn’t say it if it were not true 
and needed. It isn’t easy. 


I remember closing a revival 
campaign in an Illinois city. That 
night as we were driving home, 
my little girl, then about six, and 
who had been saved not long be- 
fore, stood in the front seat be- 
side me and she put her arm 
around my neck, patted me, play- 
ed with my ear, and said, “My 
sweet daddy.” I had préached that 
night on the last judgment of the 
unsaved dead, that men must give 
an account for their sins. I had 
preached that all whose names 
are not written in the book of 
life shall be cast into the lake of 
fire. And I drove mile after mile 
after mile, I didn’t feel like talk- 
ing, and nobody else felt like talk- 
ing. My little girl was quiet a 
long time. After a while she said, 
“Daddy, I sure am glad I’m saved, 
aren't you?” I said, “Thank God, 
I am.” 

What I’ve been telling is sad, 
but, thank God, I have good news 
for you. You don’t have to go to 
Hell. God doesn’t want you to be 
lost. Jesus died to save you. Thank 
God, here is good news! You can 
repent of your sins tonight and 
be saved and go home saved and 
happy and know it, thank God! 
Don’t you want to do it tonight? 

Let me ask a solemn question. 
Be careful that you don’t lie to 
God. Can you say, “Thank God, I 
know I have been converted. I 
realized I was a sinner, I turned 
to Jesus in my heart and trusted 
Him to save me. I believe He did 
save me. I believe I can say that 
I am a born-again child of God. 
I have trusted Jesus aS my own 
Saviour’? Let’s see your hand. I 
didn’t say a member of the church 
— J said born again. Let’s see your 
hands. That’s a wonderful sight, 
Brother Pastor! 

Now wait. How many - Say, 
“Brother Rice, if tonight suddenly, 
like that rich man, some of my 
loved ones were caught out, they, 
too, would be buried and in Hell 
would lift up their eyes, being in 
torment?”’ 

I wonder how many say, “I have 
loved ones unsaved’? Now isn't 
it strange that a man in Hell is 
burdened about them and you are 
not? Isn’t it strange that down in 
Hell they are concerned and beg- 
ging somebody to do personal work 
and here it is hard to get a Chris- 
tian to step across the aisle and 
say to a friend, “Come on with 
me today and trust Jesus’? It’s 
hard to get a wife to say to her 
husband, ‘‘Won’t you come, dear?

home at his own convenience. 
Then, too, one can study along 
as fast or as slow as he wishes 
and not be bound by the speed 
with which other students in a 
class can grasp the material. Cor- 
respondence school courses usually 
are aimed to do a specific job and 
a person can choose that course of 
study which particularly appeals 
to him, and not necessarily follow 
a particular course of study. 

Naturally, correspondence- 
school courses have some disad- 
vantages over leaving home and 
going to a Bible school or a Chris- 
tian college to receive training 
there. It is very easy to have ones 
attention distracted from his cor- 
respondence-school study. Possibly 
activities at church or at home 
would keep a person from studying 
as he should unless he has some 
very rigid control of his time and 
opportunities. Then, too, a cor- 
respondence school does not offer 
the help of a teacher present of 
whom one could ask questions and 
receive an immediate answer. But 
with the right determination to 
serve the Lord and learn the Bible 
as you should a correspondence- 
school training may be what you 
need to help you grow, in the 
Christian life. 


Christian Schools Offering 
Correspondence-School 
Training 

I have on my desk information 
from seven fine Christian schools 
which offer training by corres- 
pondence. There’ are~~probably 
other Christian schools which also 
have correspondence training but 
these seven schools replied to a 
questionnaire which I sent and 
gave the information regarding 
correspondence-school training 
available from them. 

The Missionary Training Insti- 
tute of the Christian and Mission- 
ary Alliance denomination in 
Nyack, New York, offers eight 
correspondence courses. These 


J 

courses cover Old Testament and 
New Testament Bible study, doc- 
trines, and a course in Sunday 
School teacher training. These 
courses cost $6.00 each and have 
examinations which are sent from 
the office, then are graded and 
returned by the office in Nyack. 
They have either an individual or 
a group plan making it possible 
for a person to study these courses 
alone, or to organize and have a 
group studying the courses to- 
gether. They offer a certificate 
with Bible Institute credit for 
courses taken in their correspond- 
ence school. Write for information 
to the Nyack Correspondence 
School, Missionary Training In- 
stitute, Nyack, New York. 


The Northern Baptist Theologi- 
cal Seminary of Chicago has one 
of the largest groups of courses 
offered by correspondence. They 
have some fifty-four courses of- 
fered at college level and forty- 
seven courses at graduate-school 
level for those interested in going 
into Christian service or increasing 
their educational background. The 
college-level courses include Eng- 
lish, Science, History, Bible, Mis- 
sions, Theology, Christian Educa- 
tion, Evangelism, and Music. The 
graduate-school courses include 
Bible, Greek New ‘Testament, 
Systematic Theology, Church His- 
tory, Missions, Homiletics, Prac- 
tical Theology, Evangelism, and 
Christian Education. Each course 
has twelve lessons, must be com- 
pleted in one year, includes ex- 
amination service with grading by 
the school. Books may be rented 
from the school at $1.00 for three 
months. The courses are designed 
to be the equivalent of residence 
work at Northern Baptist Theo- 
logical Seminary. The courses 
which are offered cost $10.00 .for 
what is termed a minor course, 
and $20.00 for a major course. A 
certificate of college credit is 
given by the school for all courses 
completed. 
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God it is true, we discover what 
a wonderful Saviour we have. 


We have added evidence of this in 
the 24th chapter of Luke. He, the 
resurrected Christ, is walking be- 
side those two defeated disciples 
on the way to Emmaus. The road 
seemed- dreary and their steps 
were dragging.

Many of the sayings a the 
cross can be found written hund- 
reds of years in advance, in the 
22nd Psalm. The cries of Christ 
and of.the milling mob are there. 
In the 22nd Psalm we see Calvary. 
In the 23rd we find Comfort. In 
the 24th we have Coronation. 
There is Grace, Guidance, and 
Government. In one we have 
Christ’s saving work in the PAST;

The Twenty-third Psalm, the 
'  Best-Loved, the Most 
Familiar 


It is the middle Psalm of these 
three, the 23rd, the Shepherd 
Psalm, that claims our attention 
today. Here we have the most 
familiar portion of the most 
famous book in all the world. It 
is the best known and most loved 
piece of literature to be found in 
all the archives of the world’s 
best manuscripts. Here we have 
an unanswerable argument for 
Divine inspiration. Here is the sun- 
lit mountain peak’in the whole 
range of Divine revelation. It is 
to this imperishable passage we 
would give our attention. 


- Countless crowds could quote’ 


these six verses from memory. 
Probably it is the first thing we 
ever learned at a Christian 
mother’s knee. This is manna 
from Heaven. It has brought more 
nourishment to the hungry hearts 
of mén than anything ever writ- 
ten. Some say that familiarity 
breeds contempt. That is not al- 
ways true. It is not true of the 
things God does or says. 

There is a spot in northern 
Canada where I have gone since 
my return from service in the 
first world war. God willing, I 
will go again. I spend many a sum- 
mer day upon a tiny, evergreen is- 
land, nestling in a quiet corner 
of a land-locked lake. The lake is 
spring-fed and is so clean you can

drink anywhere, and to your fill, 
without fear. Often I have sat 
on the shore and watched the 
waters or gazed upon the foliage 
which frames. the scene. I have 
been entranced a thousand times. 
I. know almost every tree and 
jutting rock. If the black blanket 
of night should fall or ominous 
storm clouds gather, should every 
star be blotted out, I am con- 
fident I could get you through the 
night, across the lake. I have done 
it countless times. I am _ so 
thoroughly familiar with it all. But 
I do not love it less. I love it more. 
Many a time through winter's 
drab days I refresh myself with 
the memory of it all. Familiar- 
ity with it does not breed con- 
tempt. It breeds content. 


So it is with this familiar Psalm. 
We may have read it a hundred 
times and more. We may have 
heard a score of sermons or read 
books about it. It still breathes 
Heaven’s blessing. What a history 
it has. What. a striking story it 
can tell. It has blessed the hearts 
of all sorts of men—both young 


“ana old, both rich and poor. Com- 


mon folk and kings have thanked 
God for its truths. Princes and 
paupers have found eternal trea- 
sure and abounding pleasure in it. 
It has been learned and loved by 
tiny tots, and old folk with bowed 
and hoary heads have caressed its 
verses with fingers gnarled by 
years of earth’s drudgery. Times 
without number valiant servants 
of the Lord have set their faces 
toward lonely exile unafraid be- 
cause of its promises. Here is 
everlasting truth. 

It has been stained with blood 
and soaked with tears. Uncounted 
thousands have found its treasured 
truths to be the soft feathers of 
the Almighty and have pillowed 
their weary heads upon it. Often 
as pastor and Army Chaplain I 
have sat beside the dying and as 
they have slipped into the som- 
bre, shadowy valley, I have heard 
them say as I held their icy fin- 
gers,-“The Lord is my Shepherd 
and I am unafraid.” With new- 
found strength they serenely and 
victoriously slipped away. How 
wonderful it all is! 

When David wrote this Psalm 
it is believed that he had reached 
the sunset time of life. It would 
seem that he speaks with inspired 
testimony from rich and ripened 
experience. He has made spiritual 
experiment and found the Lord 
forever true. If he wrote this 
Psalm when his face was pained 
and lined by passing years, it is 
certain that song-time and joy- 
time’ were still in the psalmist’s 
soul. 


Christ is “My Shepherd” 

Now every portion of Scripture, 
each book and many a chapter, has 
a key. This Psalm that blesses our 
hearts has a key. The key is 
found hanging at the front door. 
It proves to be the right key 
because it unlocks the door and 
lets us in. The key to the Psalm 
is found inthe first statement: 
“The Lord is my shepherd.’ That 
is not only the key to the Shep- 
herd Psalm; it is the key to 
Christian experience. It is the key 
to Heaven itself. There can be 
no appreciation and appropriation 
of all other truth in these six 
verses until there is an acceptance 
of this first truth. This is vital. 
It is fundamental. David did not 
Say, “The Lord is A SHEPHERD.” 
Nor did he say, “The Lord is THE 
SHEPHERD.” David declared, 
“The Lord IS MY SHEPHERD.” 
In Solomon’s Song, where we find 
Christ svmbolized and anticipated, 
we read, “My beloved is mine, 
and I am his” (2:16). Can you 
Say that? Can you? If not, you 
have no hope of Heaven and no 
Heaven in your heart.. 

We like to call things our own. 
We speak of “our house, our car, 
our church.” We say to those we 
meet. “This is my wife, my son, 
my daughter, my family.’ Can 
you say of the Saviour that He is 
your very own? Do you truly be- 
long to His fold and flock? 


I have seen a group of women 
clustered around a crib or baby 
carriage. The occupant of the crib 
or carriage is making quite a 


Speech in baby language. Only a 


mother can interpret the prattling 


of the prince of the home. One 


moment it is trying to swallow 


‘a chubby fist and the next it is 


endeavoring to push a pink foot 
into its mouth. All the female 
observers are giving admiring 
glances and indulging in con- 
gratulatory speech. Some say, 
“What a wonderful baby!” Others, 
“Is this THE BABY?” But one 
woman, with love light in her 
eyes, picks up the little one and 
proudly says, “This is MY 
BABY!” There is a world of dif- 
ference in those statements. The 
first two indicate interest and 
admiration. The last one indicates 
RELATIONSHIP. 


So it is with Christ. Some folk 
say, “He is A Shepherd.” Others’ 
admit, "He is THE Shepherd.” 
David said, “The Lord is MY 
Shepherd.” So says every true be- 
liever. To be a true Christian is 
to possess a PERSON. This is 
Bible belief. Christianity is not a 
code of ethics, a rule of behaviour, 
a philosophy of life. Christianity is 
A PERSON. It is not a creed. It is 
Christ. In the 72nd Psalm and 
verse 17 we read. “Men shall be 
blessed IN HIM.” The New Testa- 
ment agrees. In the key verse of 
Ephesians, the Alps of the New 
Testament, the mountain peak 
epistle, we read: “Blessed be God 
the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, WHO hath blessed us with 
all spiritual blessings in heavenly 
places IN CHRIST” (Eph. 1:3). 

In Romans 8:32 we have this 
glorious fact emphasized once 
more: “He that spared not his own 
Son, but delivered him up for us 
all, how shall he not WITH HIM 
inot without Him] freely give us 
all things?”

They are like the 
restless waves of the sea. Christ 
calls to quietness, to calmness. 
“Come unto me, ALL YE that 
labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will GIVE YOU rest” (Matt. 
11:28). 

Jenny Lind, the Swedish Night- 
ingale, when she was the idol of 
Europe and America, gave up her 
operatic career at the peak of 
her power. She was_ once offered 
an autograph album and requested 
to write in it. This is what she 
wrote:

Then in 
the next verse we find the same 
theme, “The Lord is my strength 
and my song.”

No- 
thing but sadness in all the land.

The inquirer’ replies, “On Him, 
of course.” 

I then ask,” Is it on you any 
longer?”

Very many people have been led 
out into light and joy by this sim- 
ple illustration. 

I sometimes put it in this way, 
in using this verse. “There are 
two things which a man .needs to 
know, and one thing he needs to 
do in order to be saved. What he 
needs to know is, first, that he is 
a lost sinner, and this verse tells 
him that; and second, that Christ 
is an all-sufficient Saviour, and 
this verse tells him that. What he 
needs to do is to accept this all- 
sufficient Saviour whom God has 
provided. Now will you accept 
Him right here and now?’ 

Another excellent verse to show 
Jesus aS a sin-bearer, is Galatians 
Slo: 

“Christ hath redeemed us from 
the curse of the law, BEING 
MADE A CURSE FOR US: for 
it is written, Cursed is every one 
that hangeth on a tree.” 

The inquirer should be given the 
verse to read for himself. When 
he has read it, you may question 
him something like this: “What 
does this verse tell us that Christ 
has redeemed us from?” “Whom 
has He redeemed?” “How has He 
redeemed us from the curse of the 
law?” “Do you believe that Christ 
has redeemed you from the curse 
of the law by being made a curse 
in your place?” “Will you read it 
then in the singular instead of 
the plural?” Make it clear what 
you mean, until the inquirer reads 
the verse in this way: ‘Christ 
has redeemed me from the curse 
of the law, being made a curse 
for me; for it is written, cursed is 
every one that hangeth on a 
tree,”’

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Another good verse for this pur- 
pose is II Corinthians 5:21: 
“For he hath made him to be 
sin for us, who knew no sin; that 
we might be made the righteous- 
ness of God in him.” 


Have him read the verse, and 
then ask questions somewhat as 
follows: “Who is it that hath been 
made sin for us?” “For whom has 
Christ been made sin?” “For what 
purpose is it that Christ has been 
made sin for us?” “Can you put 
this verse in the singular and 
read it this way: ‘For he hath 
made Him to be sin for me, who 
knew no sin; that I might be 
made the righteousness of God 
in him’?” 

Sometimes it will be well to use 
all three of these passages, but 
as a rule the first is sufficient; 
as far aS my Own experience goes, 
it is more effective than either of 
the other passages—in fact, I 
deal with very few men with 
whom I do not use Isaiah 53:6 
sooner or later. 


II. Show Them Jesus as a 
Risen Saviour, Able to Save 
to the Uttermost 

It is not enough to show them 
Jesus as a sin-bearer, for through 
believing in Jesus as a sin-bearer 
one merely gets pardon from sin, 
but there is something else that 
the sinner needs, that is deliver- 
ance from sin’s power. In order 
to get this, they need to see Jesus 
as a risen Saviour, able to save to 
the uttermost. By believing in 
Christ crucified, we get pardon, 
but by believing in Christ risen, 
we get deliverance from sin’s 
power. One of the best verses to 
use for this purpose is Hebrews 7: 
20: 

“Wherefore he is able also to 
save them to the uttermost that 
come unto God by him, seeing he 
ever liveth to make intercession 
for them.” 

When the inquirer has read the 
passage, ask him who it is that is 
able to save, and to what extent 
He is able to save; Explain to the 
inquirer what “to the uttermost” 
means. Many read this passage 
as though it taught that Jesus was 
able to save from the uttermost. 
This is true, but it is not the 
truth of this text, it is save to 
the uttermost. Then ask the in- 
quirer why it is that Jesus is able 
to save to the uttermost. Dwell 
upon this thought, that Jesus ever 
liveth, that He is not only a Sav- 
iour who once died and made 
atonement for sin, but that He is 
a Saviour who lives today, and is 
able to keep from sin’s power. 
Then ask the inquirer if he is will- 
ing to trust Jesus as a living 
Saviour, one to whom he can look 
day by day for victory over sin. 

Another good verse to use for 
this purpose is Jude 24: 

“Now unto him that is ABLE 
TO KEEP YOU FROM FALLING, 
and to present you faultless before 
the presence of his.glory with ex- 
ceeding joy.” 

When the inquirer has read the 
verse, ask him what this verse 
says Jesus is able to do, emphasize 
“to keep you from falling.” Ex- 
plain why it is that Jesus is able 
to keep from falling; because He 
is a risen, living Saviour today, 
and get the inquirer to see plainly 
that he is to look to the risen 
Christ to keep him from falling. 

Matthew 28:18 is a good verse 
to use to bring out the extent of 
Christ’s power: 

“And Jesus came and spake unto 
them, saying, All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth.” 

A young convert needs to realize 
that he is to stand, not in his own 
strength, but in the strength of 
Christ, and it is a great help for 
him to see that the one in whom 
he is to ‘trust has all power in 
Heaven and in earth. 

One can also use to advantage 
I Peter_1:5: 

“Who are kept by the power of 
God through faith unto salvation 
ready to be revealed in the last 
time.” . 
and I Corinthians 15:1-4. The 
latter passage brings out clearly 
the thought that the doctrine that 
Christ died for our sins, as blessed 
as it is, is not the whole Gospel, 


of the Gospel is that He was 
buried and that He rose again. Al- 


but only half of it; that the rest |] 


not only in Christ crucified, but in 
Christ risen as well. 


A man once came to me in deep 
distress of soul. He was a perfect 
stranger to me, but told me that 
he had come quite a distance to 
tell me his story. He said, “When 
I was a boy seven years of age, 
I started to read the Bible 
through. I had not gotten through 
Deuteronomy before I found that 
if one kept the whole law of God 
for one hundred years and then 
broke it at one point, he was under 
the curse of a broken law. Was 
that right?” 

“Yes,” I replied, “that is sub- 
stantially the teaching of the law.” 
He then continued, that he was 
in deep distress of soul for about 
a year, but as a boy of eight, he 
read John 3:16 and saw how Jesus 
Christ had died in his place, and 
borne the curse of the broken law 
for him, and he added, “My burden 
rolled away, and I had great joy. 
Was I converted?” 

I replied that that sounded very 
much like an evangelical conver- 
sion. 

“Well,” he said, “let me tell you 
the rest of my story. Years passed 
by; I came to Chicago to live; 
I worked in the stockyards and 
lived in the’ stockyards region 
among many godless men; I fell 
into drink and I cannot break 
away; every little while this sin 
gets the mastery of me, and what 
I have come to ask you is, is there 
any way in which I can get the 
victory over sin?” 

I replied, “There is, I am glad 
you have come to me; let me show 
you the way.” I opened my Bible 
to I. Corinthians 15:1-4, and had 
him read: 

“Moreover, brethren, I declare 
unto you the gospel which I 
preached unto you, which also ye 
have received, and wherein ye 
stand; By which also ye are saved, 
if ye keep in memory what I 
preached wnto you, unless ye have 
believed in vain. For I delivered 
unto you first of all that which 
I also recewed, how that CHRIST 
DIED FOR OUR SINS according 
to the scriptures; And that he was 
buried, AND THAT HE ROSE 
AGAIN the third day according 
to the scriptures.” 

Then I said to him, “What is 
the Gospel that Paul preached?” 

He answered, ‘“That Christ died 
for our sins according to the 
scriptures, was buried, and rose 
again.” 

“That is right,’ I said. Then I 
said, “Now you have believed the 
first part of this Gospel, that 
Christ died for your sins.” 

“Yes,” 

“Through believing that you 
have found peace.” 

“Yes.” 

“Well,” I continued, “this is 
only half the Gospel. If you will 
really believe the other half from 
your heart, you will get victory 
over your sin. Do you believe that 
Jesus rose again?” 

“Yes, I believe everything in 
the Bible.”’ 

“Do you believe that Jesus is 
today in the place of power at 
the right hand of God?” 

“Et ao." 

“Do you believe that He has 
all power in Heaven and on 
earth?” 

“I i," 

“Do you believe that this risen 
Christ with all power in Heaven 
and on earth, has power to set 
you free from the power of your 
sin?” 

“Yes,” he said slowly, “I do.” 

“Will you ask Him to do. it, 
and trust Him to do it right now?” 

“T will.” 

We knelt in prayer. I prayed 
and then he followed. He asked 
the risen Christ to set him free 
from the power of sin. I asked him 
if he really believed He had 
power to do it. 

“Vas” 

“Do you believe He will do it?” 

“Yes: I do." | 

We rose and parted. Some time 
after I received a very joyous let- 
ter from him, telling me how glad 
he was that he had come to see 
me, and how the message he had 
heard was just the one that he 
needed. There are thousands of 
professing Christians today who 
know Jesus as a crucified Saviour, 
and have found pardon and peace 
through believing in Him, but they 
have never been brought to a defi- 
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nite, clear faith in Jesus as a risen 
Saviour who can save from the 
power of sin. 


III. Show Them Jesus as Lord 


It is not enough to know Jesus 
as a Saviour, we must know Him 
as Lord also. A good verse for 
this purpose is Acts 2:36: 
“Therefore let all the house of 
Israel know assuredly, that GOD 
HATH MADE THAT SAME 
JESUS, whom ye have crucified, 
BOTH LORD AND CHRIST.” 
When the inquirer has read the 
verse, ask him what God hath 
made Jesus, and hold him to it 
until he replies, “Both Lord and 
Christ.” Then say to him, “Are 
you willing to accept Him as 
your Divine Lord, the one to 
whom you will surrender your 
heart, your every thought, and 
word, and act?” 

Another good verse for this pur- 
pose is Romans 10:9: 

“That if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved.” 
When the inquirer has read the 


‘verse, ask him what we are to 


confess Jesus as. He should reply, 
“Lord.” If he does not so reply, 
ask him other questions until he 
does answer in this way. Then ask 
him, “Do you really believe that 
Jesus is Lord, that He is Lord of 
all, that He is rightfully the abso- 
lute Lord and Master of your life 
and person?” Perhaps it will be 
well to use Acts 10:36 as throwing 
additional light upon this point: 

“The word which God sent unto 
the children of Israel, preaching 
peace by Jesus Christ: (HE IS 
LORD OF ALL)” 


IV. Show Them How to Make 
Jesus Their Own 

It is not enough to see that 
Jesus is a sin-bearer, and that, 
Jesus is a risen Saviour, and that 
Jesus is Lord; one must also see 
how to make this Jesus their own 
Sin-bearer, their own risen Sav- 
iour,.and their own Lord. There 
is perhaps no better verse to use 
for this purpose than John 1:12: 

“But as MANY AS RECEIVED 
HIM to them gave he power to 


them that believe on his name.” 

When one has read the verse, 
you can ask,to whom it is Jesus 
gave power to become the sons of 
God. “As many as receive Him.” 
“Received Him as what?” Then 
make it clear from what you have 
already said under the preceding 
points, that it is to receive Him 
as sin-bearer, to receive Him -as 
a risen Saviour, to receive Him 
as our Lord and Master. “Will 
you just take Him as your sin- 
bearer now, as your risen Saviour, 
as your Lord and Master? Will 
you take Him to be whatever He 
offers Himself to you to be?” 

“T will.” 

“Then what does this verse show 
you that you have a right to call 
yourself?” 

“A son of God.” 

“Are you a son of God?” 

Oftentimes the inquirer. will 
hesitate, but go over it again and 
again. until it is as clear as day 
to him. 

Another excellent passage to use 
for this purpose is John 3:16: 

“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that WHOSOEVER BE- 
LIEVETH IN HIM should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 

Ask the inquirer who it is that 
receives eternal life. “Whosoever 
believes in Him.” “Do you believe 
in Him as your sin-bearer?” “Do 
you believe in Him as your risen 
Saviour?” “Do you believe in Him 
as your Lord?” “Well, then, what 
have you?” 

Another good passage to use 
is Acts 10:43: 

“To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name 
WHOSOEVER BELIEVETH IN 
HIM shall receive remission of 
sins.” “1 

Still another, Acts 13:39: 

“And by him ALL THAT BE- 
LIEVE are justified from all 
things, from which ye could not be . 
justified by the law. of Moses.” 


V. Show the Need of 
Confessing Christ 
With the Mouth 


No conversion is clear and satis- 
factory until one has been led to 


{;confess Christ with the mouth 


before men. Perhaps the best ‘pas- 
sage to show the need of such. 


ways get an inquirer to believe] 
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open confession with the mouth 
is Romans 10:9, 10: 

“That if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that 


‘God hath raised him from the 
‘ dead, 


thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness; and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation.” 

When the inquirer has read it, 
ask him what is the first thing 
this verse tells us that we must 


‘do if we are to be saved. “Confess 


with thy mouth the Lord Jesus.” 
“Well, will you confess Jesus as 
your -Lord with the mouth now?” 
Wherever possible, it is good to 
get the person dealt with to make 
a public confession of Jesus just 
as soon as possible. If you are 
dealing with them in an after- 


‘meeting, have them make this con- 


fession right then and there; if 
somewhere else, bring them to a 
prayer-meeting, or some other ser- 
vice where they can make the 
confession, as soon as possible. 


VI. Lead Into Assurance 

It is not enough that one should 
be saved: one ought to have the 
assurance that he is saved. He 
ought to be brought to a place 
where he can say confidently and 
joyously, “I know I am saved, I 
know I have everlasting life.” 
After an inquirer has been led to 
the acceptance and confession of 
Christ, an excellent passage to use 
for this purpose is John 3:36: 

“He that believeth on the Son 
HATH EVERLASTING LIFE: 
ond he that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the wrath 
of God abideth on him,’ 

When the inquirer has read the 
passage you can say, “Now this 
passage tells us that there is some 
one who has everlasting life; who 
is it?” 

“He that believeth on the Son.” 

“What does God say in this pas- 
sage that every one who believes 
on the Son has?” 

“Everlasting life.”’ 

“Is it absolutely sure that every 
one who believes on the Son has 
everlasting life?” 

“It is, God says so.” 

“Well, do you believe on the 
Son?” 

Tee: 

‘What have you then?” 

“Everlasting life.” 

“Are you absolutely sure that 
you have everlasting life?”’ 

“Yes,” 

“Why are you sure?” 

“Because God says so here.” 

In many cases, probably in the 
majority of cases, it will be neces- 
sary to go over this again, and 
again, before the inquirer Says 
that he is absolutely sure that he 
has everlasting life because he 
believes on the Son; but do not 
let him go until he is thus abso- 
lutely sure. 


VII. Give Directions as to How 
to Live the Christian Life 


It is not enough that a person 
be led to accept Christ, that is 
only the beginning of the Chris- 
tian life; and if one is not shown 
how to lead the Christian life 
which he has thus begun, his life 
is likely to be largely one of fail- 
ure, The reason so many Christian 
lives are comparative failures is 
because of a lack of definite and 
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full instruction to the young con- 
vert as to how to lead the life 
which he has begun. The following 
instructions showld be given to 
every one who has been dealt with 
as described above; and not only 
to them, but to every other class 
of inquirers that may be led to 
the acceptance of Christ by the 
methods described in the following 
pages or in any other way. You 
will speak to the inquirer some- 
what as follows: “You have just 
begun the Christian life; now you 
wish to make a success of it. 
There are six very simple things 
to do, and it is absolutely sure 
that any one who does these six 
things will make a success of the 
Christian life.” 


1. “You will find the first of 


these in Matthew 10:32. Please 
read it very carefully: 
“Whosoever therefore shall 


CONFESS ME BEFORE MEN, 
him will I confess also before 
my Father which is in heaven.” 


This verse tells us that Christ 
confesses before the Father those 
who confess Him before men. You 
will make a success of the Chris- 
tain life only if Christ confesses 
you before the Father; so if you 
wish. to succeed in this life that 
you have begun, you must make a 
constant practice of confessing 
Christ before men. Improve every 
opportunity that you get of show- 
ing your colors, and stating that 
you are upon Christ’s side, and of 
telling what the Lord hath done 
for your soul.” 

2. “Study the Word cf God 
regularly, and hide it im your 
heart.” To make this point clear, 
use the following passages: 


“THY WORD HAVE I HID IN 
MINE HEART, that I might not 
sin against thee.’—Ps. 119:11. 

“As newborn babes, desire the 
sincere milk of the word, that ye 
may grow thereby.’—I1 Pet. 2:2. 

One of the most frequent causes 
of failure in the Christian life is 
neglect of the Word of God. One 
can no more thrive spiritually 
without regular spiritual food, 
than they can thrive physically 
without regular and proper physi- 
cal nourishment. 

3.“Pray without ceasing.” 
make this point clear, use 

“Pray without ceasing.”’—I 
Thess. 5:17. 

“But they that wait upon the 
Lord shall renew their strength; 
they shall mount up with wings 
as eagles; they shall run, and not 
be weary; and they shall walk, 
and not faint.”—Isa. 40:31. 

Have the young convert read 
these verses again and again and 
mark them in his Bible. 

4“Surrender your will abso- 
lutely to God, and obey Him in 
all things.” To make this plain 
use Acts 5:32: 

“And we are his witnesses of 
these things; and so is also the 
Holy Ghost, whom God hath given 
TO THEM THAT OBEY HIM.” 

Show that obedience is a mat- 
ter of the will more than of the 
outward life, and that God gives 
His Holy Spirit to them that obey 
Him, or surrender their will ab- 
solutely to Him. Insist upon the 
need of this absolute surrender of 
the will to God. 

3d. “Be a constant and generous 
giver.” To make the necessity of 
this plain to the convert, use II 
Corinthians 9:6-8: | 

“But this I say, He which sow- 
eth sparingly shall reap also 
sparingly; and he which soweth 
bountifully shall reap also bounti- 
fully. Every man according as he 
purposeth in his heart, so let him 
give; not grudgingly, or of neces- 
sity; for God loveth a cheerful 
giver. And God is able to make 
all grace abound toward you: that 
ye, always having all sufficiency 
in all things, may abound to every 
good work.” 

It is well sometimes to use 
Malachi 3:10 as a side light: 

“Bring ye all the tithes into 
the storehouse, that there may be 
meat in mine house, and prove 
me now herewith, saith the Lord 
of hosts, if I will not open you the 
windows of heaven, and pour you 
out a blessing, that there shall 
not be room enough to receive it.” 

Go over and over it again and 
again until it is fixed in the young 
convert’s mind that if he is to 
enjoy the fullness of God’s bless- 
ing, if God is to make all grace

to the Lord’s work as the Lord 
prospers him, that he must be a 
constant and generous giver. Many 
young Christians make little head- 
way in the Christian life because 
they are not plainly instructed 
on the necessity of regular, sys- 
tematic and generous giving to the 
Lord. 

6. “Go to work for Christ and 
keep working for Christ’ To 
show the necessity of this, use 
Matthew 25:14-30, explaining the 
teaching of the parable, that it is 
the one who uses what he has 
who gets more, but the one who 
neglects to use what he has, loses 
even that. | 

Go over these six points again 
and again; write them down with 
the texts, and give them to the 
young convert to take with him. 
The directions given above may 
seem to be very full, and it may 
occur to the -reader that it. will 


take a long time to follow them 
out. This is true, and oftentimes 
it will not be necessary. to use all 
the texts, but at the same time 
it is best to be sure that you do 
thorough work. There is a great 
deal of superficial and shoddy 
work done in soul winning today, 
and this kind of work does not 
stand. It is better to spend an 
hour, or two hours, on. one person. 
and get him really rooted and 
grounded in the truth, than it is 
to get a dozen or more to say that 
they accept Christ, when they do 
not really understand what they 
are doing. One of the st com- 
mon and greatest of faults in 
Christian work today is superficial 
dealing with souls.
